Enquiry has recently been in- 
stituted by George H. Greig, 
Western Representative of the 
Live Stock Commissioner for the 
Dominion Government, as to how 
best such protection may be pro. 
vided at reasonable expense, 

Nearly all experienced sheep 
men agree that ano of the ordinary 
woven wire fences now on the 
market, if properly erected, will 
suffice to keep sheep and coyotes 
out, The most Satisfactory fence, 
when cost is considered, is a staip 
of the regular sheep fencing about 
30 inches high, placed close to the 
grounds on posts 16% to25 feet 
apart, with one or two strands of 
barbed wire stretched above, at in- 
tervafs of 6, 8 or 10 inches. Such 

a fence, if properly built, care be- 
ing taken thrt no holes are left un- 
derneath the woven strip to allow 
the Coyotes to crawl under, makes 
a good and lasting fence for all 
classes of farm stock, Horses or 
cattle ere seldom or ever injured 
by barbed wire when used as des— 
cribed. as long as it is kept tiget. 
The use of it above the woven wire 
prevents stock reaching over and 
bearing down the top of the woven 


wire in most cases cutting its way 
through the drifts, 

Good woven wire fencing, from 
25 to 30 inches high, suitable for 
sheep, can be got at from 40 to 50 
cents per rod, and on most farms 
there is plenty of old bordeb wire 
te eomplete the job 


Permanent line fences built as 
above described help toward clean 
farming by preventing stock 
wandering about and indiscrimin- 
ately scatterlung weed seeds; en- 
courage seeding down to grasses 
and clovers, and make possible the 


pasturing of such land,

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VALUE OF BARNYARD MANURE 


In the efforts to maintain the fer- 
tility of the soil on farms in the 
eastern provinces barnyard manure 
plays an important part. Experi- 
ments carried on for twenty years 
«i succession with all the more im- 
portant farm crops, have demon- 
strated the value of barnyard ma- 
nure and have shown that a given 
weight of manure taken fresh from 
the barnyard is equal in crop-pro- 
ducing power to the same weight of 
rotted manure, while the fresh ma- 
nure loses during the process of 
rotting from 50 to 60 per cent of its 
weight. Economy in the use of barn- 
yard manure is of the utmost im- 
portance in connection with sueccess- 
ful farming in this country, and the 
fact that it is estimated that the 
solid and liquid excreta of animals 
iu Canada amounts to about 100,- 
000,000 tons per annum indicates 
what enormous losses must result 
from a wastefu! handling of such a 
large quantity of valuable fertiliz- 
ing material. The results obtained 
from experiments with artificial fer- 
tilizers have not been so satisfac- 
tory as from those with barnyard 
manure. They have been carried 
on for a long period of years so that 
the conclusions drawn from them 
may be said te be very stle. a 
ail lenures ae nF had when 
they have been associated with 
barnyard manure. One reason why 
artificial, manures used alone do 
not produce the effect on crops 
which might be expected from the 
large proportion of valuable plant 
food they convey to the soil is that 
they contain no humus and the pro- 
portion of vegetable matter in the 
soil having been reduced by frequent 
cropping, its capacity for hold- 
ing moisture is lessened and thus 
ie crop-producing power is reduc- 
ed,

| has also been most effective in in- 


creasing the store of plant food in 
the soil. The beneficial effect of 
this treatment has been manifest 
by increased crops. A clover sod 
supplies the soil with a large ad- 
dition of humus whereby the land 
is made more retentive of moisture 
and the soil deepened and mellow- 


In the preparation of land for 
crop in the eastern provinces fall 
ploughing is now generally follow- 
ed, as the seed can thus be sown 
earlier in the spring. In the north- 
west it has been found an advant- 
age to summer fallow a fortion of 
‘the land under cultivation each 
year. This practice conserves the 
moisture, destroys weeds and brings 
the farmer larger crops. 
attention is paid now than former- 
ly to the systematic rotation of 
crops. This method economizes the 
use of the p.ant food in the soil; 
since different crops take the ele- 
ments of fertility in different pro- 
portions, the rotation helps to 
maintain a balance. A four years’ 
rotation is perhaps the most fol- 
lowed. This is begun with a hoed 
crop, which is well manured; clo- 
ver and timothy are sown with the 
grain the second year, a crop of 
hay is taken off the third year and 
the fourth year the field is used as 
pasture and during the following 
winter manure is spread on the sod 
and this is turned under in the 
spring in time to begin the course 
again with a hoed crop.—Dr. Saun- 
ders, Dominion Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa.

Again, the principle of | 
holding back the wheat to force 
prices higher is akin to the 
methods of combines that these 
same farmers are critizing con- 
tiuually. We wish the farmers 
all success in breaking up any 
plans to squeeze down their in 
come, but atthe same time we 
must uphold fairness to all, in- 
cluding consumer and merchant, 
and when the price of wheat is 
remarkable it shovld be market- 
ed.—Commercial.

Russian Authorities to Dig Trench 
Along Frontier, 


Smuggling across the thousand 
miles or so of frontier line that di- 
vides Russia from Germany and 
Austria-Hungary has grown to such 
an extent that the Russian authori- 
ties are at their wits’ end to cope 
with the lawbreakers. Now they 
propose to try cutting a deep and 
wide trench along the border. This 
adaptation of the Chinese wall idea 
will, it is hoped, put a stop to 
smuggling by the cart-load which 
18 now going on with impunity, 

The great difference in price of 
various articles, such as silk and 
tea, between the neighboring coun- 
tries makes successful smuggling a 
most profitable business. Horses, 
cattle and sheep are also driven 
continually across the frontier at 
lonely spots without paying duty 
True, there are the strazhniks, the 
Russian frontier guards, who are 
supposed to be very severe on smug- 
glers, but as the popular saying 
along the border goes, ‘A paper 
plaster over the guards’ eyes works 
wonders,”’
